MEMORANDUM FOR: Chief of foreign Intelligence 

SUBJECT : Project AECHAMP (Renewal) 



1. PURPOSE: To maintain a CE/CI operation directed against Lithuania to, 

(a) protect REDSOX operations and assets in Lithuania and (b) to furnish 
by-product positive and CE information on Soviet/Satellite intelligence 
services. In addition, to spot, recruit, and train agents for REDSOX 
missions into Lithuania. 

2. PERSONNEL : 

a. CJ is an agent dispatched into Lithuania in 1951. He is assumed 
be RIS controlled. S/W communication exists with the agent and an 

effort is being made to arrange for his exfiltration. 

b. <£, . , ^jare both escapees from Lithuania. They were both RIS 

controlled but Have been broken. c 0 « iff«r«d a breakdown and 

was hospitalized for a period of time, while CL PP 3 s "kiH under- 
going interrogation. It is possible that these two agents will be set 
up as targets for the RIS. 

c. t j^came out of Lithuania withf" in July 1951* He 

is RIS controlled but did not reveal inis to his case officer, i 
returned to Lithuania on 22 October 1955 on a playback operation. 

d. Orover R. MOLONORIE (p) and Arthur J. HAWORTH (p), both under memoranda 
in lieu of contract, serve as spotters among the Lithuanian communities 
around the world. Both are influential in Lithuanian circles and are 

' reimbursed for travel and operational expenses. MOLONORIE has recently 
completed a trip to Europe, while HAWORTH is contemplating a trip to 
South America. Three possible leads to new REDSOX recruits developed 
from MOLONORIE 1 s trip.

U. HISTORY: Project AECHAMP, which originally encompassed operations 

against all three Baltic States, currently includes three activities 
directed against the Lithuanian SSR: (l) The exfiltration off. 
who it is believed could be exploited to considerable intelligence 
advantage j (2) The determination of the authenticity of an alleged 
underground organization which £_ J claim to represent. 

This operation has many CE ramifications depending upon whether such an 
organization ^.sts and whether the underground organization is RIS 
controlled. ^ 3 playback mission (PERSONNEL above) includes 

bringing out the leader of the underground organization; (3) The recruit- 
ment of new personnel for REDSOX operations into Lithuania. This Project 
will be amended to provide for training of any new agents recruited. 

5. EVALUATION : RQM/RE reviewed Project AECHAMP for the period 1 July 195>h 

through 30 June 1935. Number of reports received: L5. Disseminations: 

11. Positive intelligence is obtained through debriefing agents when they 
come out of Lithuania. Much of this information was fragmentary and acquired 
prior to the period of RQM/RE' s review. The information dealt with military 
maneuvers, Lithuanian reactions to Kremlin policies, and economic subjects. 

■ Evaluators in Amy, State, and ORR considered the information of value. 
Rating: "C."
